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DEVELOPMENT OF INDIA. 

THE trite proverb that out of evil comes good is only an 
epigrammatic mode of stating that almost all human affairs are 
based on @ system of compensations. At this moment there are 
indications that out of the danger of two great calamities, 
viewed in reference to their bearing on the material interests 
of this country—namely, the Indian mutiny and the lamentable 
disruption of the United States of America—we shall pluck 
advantage. A very superficial glance at recent legislation 
and administrative reorganisation will show that our Indian 





empire is passing into a new phase of existence and deve- 
lopment, _ A debate in the House of Lords not many days 
since has afforded much information, and has directed public 
attention to what may be said to be the practical means of ren- 
dering India something beyond a glittering, a somewhat falsely 
glittering, adjunct of the British Crown, Already much progress 
has been made in the reformation of the legislative, financial, 
and governmental system of that country; and the raising of 
the question of public works, and especially of the important 
matter of irrigation, is a decided step towards the carrying 
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out of ideas and hopes with regard to our Hastern depéndencies, 
which are every day taking at once a more enlarged and 
a more realistic shape, The most complex machinery and 
the mightiest fabrics are generally, if not always, dependent 
in the last resort on some single screw, or some late-driven nail. 
The clinching of the last bolt of the great tubular bridge in 
Canada represented some such image to the mind, Without 
reducing the notion to such a minimised point, it may well be 
said that when you speak of irrigation in India you have used 
what may be called the representative word, Two circum-

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stances have at the present time given peculiar importance to 
that question—the famine, which has desolated so large a portion 
of India, and the troubles in the United States, which have threat- 
ened so seriously our cotton supply. The one unmistakably proves 
the defective state of our existing system of irrigation in India, 
and the other shows the hazard to which we expose ourselves in 
depending entirely on a single source of supply. Although for 
this year Lancashire and the northern manufacturing districts, 
with their population of four or five millions dependent on an 
adequate supply of cotton, are safe, yet there is no disguising 
the peril which must arise from a defective supply next year, 
which is more than imminent, Without putting India forward 
as the sole source on which we can fall back in this 
respect—for it would be shortsighted in a remarkable degree to 
ignore the capabilities of the West Indies and West Africa—it 
is undoubted that the former country only wanted irrigation 
for fertilising the soil and providing against climatic transitions: 
and inland navigation for conveying produce to points of 
embarkation, in order to give us an unlimited quantity of a 
raw material which is simply one of our prime necessities. 

It has been said on good authority that as much cotton is 
wasted in India as is grown in America. The number of acres of 
cotton under cultivation there has been estimated at no less than 
24,000,000, The valley of the Godavery alone contains a larger 
cotton-field than America. In the cotton-growing districts of 
America bat 4,000,000 acres—about the area of Yorkshire—are 
under cotton cultivation. This year the district of Guzerat 
alone—abont a hundredth part of India—is estimated to produce 
one-third of onr ordinary supply from America. Then, as 
regards quality, it is stated by practical men that, even now, 
Indian cotton, with all its imperfections, is equal to 75 per cent 
of what is required for our consumption; while it is asserted 
that the cultivation of American cotton is increasing at the rate 
of 30,000 to40,000 acres ayear in the district of Dharwar only, and 
that the acreage last year of this kind of cotton was 189,009, and 
ie now equal to that of New Orleans, It is to be noted that as 
regards cotton in India it is not a question of new cultivation, 
nor is there any necessity for introducing seed or instructing 
the people in the manipulation of a new product, The capa- 
bilities of many parts of India for the production of other 
articles—such as flax, jute, linseed, &c.—are shown by the large 
increase in the import of the first and last of these commodities 
from that country into England since the Russian War. 
Assuming the case for the capability of our cotton supply 
from Jndia to be made ont, the other side of the question arises — 
namely, whether any proportionate reciprocity of trade is to be 
expected. We find it stated that in 1851 the value of cotton 
mantfactures imported into India from Great Britain was 
£5,220,194, and of other articles £2,022,000, making a total 
of £7,242,194; while in 1859 the value of British cotton 
manufactures imported was £14,715,812, and of other articles 
25,131,108, making a total of £19,844,920, and this in the face 
of war, mutiny, and other difficulties, This goes far to prove 
that it is possible for India to be one of our best customers. 
And it coexists with the undoubted fact that the immense area 
of India has by no means been bronght within the compass of 
commercial enterprise. As yet the great annihilators of time 
and space—railways—are, relatively, in an infinitesimal state of 
existence ; agg the great physical difficulty of the country, the 
means of transit, is to a great extent in its old-world condition, 
It is to this question, which, happily, isin immediate connection 
with,that of the fertilising process of irrigation, that attention 
is now being directed. 

The system of irrigation and its adjunct, navigable canals, is 
peculiarly adapted to the conformation of the country in India, 
and it was carried on to some extent centuries ago under the 
native Princes, The rivers of India are quite available for this 
purpose, It is shown on incontestable evidence that to the want 
of water communication is owing the greater part of the 
evils from which the country suffers—its famines, its pestilences, 
ite fevers, with all their consequent suffering. Of the beneficial 
effects of such works of this nature as have been established 
there is ample testimony. The great Ganges Canal runs through 
a district particularly in need of the agency of water; and had 
there been no canal there would have been no crops on 
broad lands which are now covered with wheat and other 
cereals in large abundance, According to a rough calculation, 
339,243,840 Ib, of grain have been supplied to the market 
during the recent calamitous season, and as each pound is 
sufficient for one person daily this would be equal to the 
maintenance of (11,718 men and 467,718 women and children 
for a whole year, while it has also produced fodder sufficient to 
keep from starvation the cattle of the districts throngh which 
the canal passed, and probably saved the Government fron 
making remissions of land revenue to the amount of £150,0) 











Again, we have the case of the opening-up of 
the work which is known under the general name of tire 
Godavery, the result of which last year was an inereise 
in the revenue of one district of 45,090, while the 
exports were £500,000, being an increase of £130,000, The |

people is to be found the keenest anxiety to be supplied with 
that by which alone they can be enabled to turn their labour 
to good account, It is undoubted that as regards irrigation 
works the physical impediments are generally few and 
easily met; the returns are always considerable, sometimes 
immense ; they add from three to six fold to the annual pro- 
ductiveness of the land ; they create new value by an immediate 
and positive process with a profusion of which there is no other 
example ; they increase the wealth of the inhabitants in a re- 
markable degree, and with property the people acquire habits of 
independence, and a desire for knowledge and for the extension 
of useful schemes of every description, It is equally clear 
that by this means a large addition may be made to the revenue 
without pressing upon the people, while the people themselves 
will have their condition greatly improved, In a political 
point of view the results must be quite as important, for every 
increase in the happimess and contentment of the people must 
give additional security to the Government, 

In endeavouring to turn attention to this question, and its 
direct influence on the immediate wants and interests of this 
‘country, we have attempted no more than the throwing together 
of a fewplain facts and the giving some slight statistical informa- 
tion. To what we have already stated we may add that 
the Government of India, both at home and abroad, appears to 


» be quite alive to the value and importance of the subject ; and 


we learn that, out of a sum of £1,500,000 which it is intended 
to devote this year on public works in that country, no less than 
£1,400,000 is to be applied exclusively to carrying out works of 
irrigation and the improvement of internal communication, 
whether by water or by land, It may be that in times 
past we have not been keenly sensible of the responsibility 
which we undertook when we brought the greatest part 
of the vast continent of India under our rule. We may have 
treated our acquisition more as a source of individual wealth 
and of the factitious splendour of dominion than as an integral 
portion of our national greatness in the more direct sense of that 
term. The dream of the pagoda-tree has long since faded, and 
now everything seems to tend towards bringing our Eastern 
empire ‘into that circle within which are comprehen?ed onr 
duties as well as our rights.

The proceedings 
occupied three days, resulting in a verdict for the defendant.——On Wednesday 
Lieutenant Allen brought an action for illegal imprisonment against the Duke 
of Cambridge.

In the London Bankru F Court, on Monday, it waz stated that the assets 
in hand in the matter of r.

The sittings of the Central Criminal Ceurt were resumed on Monday. The 
calendar for the present Sessions shows somewhat unfavourably, both as to the 
number of committals and the gravity of the offences charged. There are in 
all 106 prisoners—80 male and 26 female. Ernest Brown, who was tried last 
Sessions for stealing a large sum of money, the property of his employers, a 
mercantile firm in the City, with which he absconded to Port Natal, being 
brought up for judgment, ved sentence of ten years’ penal servitude. In 
the New Court several cases of watch robbery were tried, resulting in con- 
viction and sentences ranging from six months’ imprisonment to ten years’ 
penal servitude.——On Tuesday James Denny Chap a wareh 
pleaded guilty to two indictments, one charging him with not surrendering 
to pass his examination at the Bankruptcy Court, and the other with 
embezzling and secreting a portion of his Sentence was deferred. 
David Bassett, a corn- t, of Uxbi , Was charged with unlawfully 
obtaining goods within three months of his bankruptcy, and also with obtain- 
ing money y false pretences, The latter counts, however, were withdrawn, 
the Judge having expressed an opinion that they were unsupported by 
evidence.

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Tue Attorney-General and the Solicitor-General have taken 
possession of Parliamentary seats, the former having been 
re-elected for Durham, the latter returned for Richmond, 
obligingly vacated for him by Mr, Rich, with the entire sanction 
of the Earl of Zetland. Sir William Atherton made an oppor- 
tunity of declaring his warm attachment to the Church of 
England, and of complaining that it was ungenerous to describe 
hostility to church rates as enmity to the Church. Mr, Roundell 
Palmer was specially distinct in notifying to the public that he 
had not sought office, that he had accepted it on the solicitation 
of the Government, and that it would be impossible for him to 
forget the principles which he had always professed. This means, 
of course, that, though a distinguished Peelite “joins the 
Palmerston Administration, he belongs only to its Conservative 
section. On the church-rate question, for instance, the votes of the 
Attorney-General and the Solicitor-General will be neutralised by 
each gentleman going into a different lobby, The art of cabinet- 
making has been simplified in our days, The debates in the 
House during the past week have not been interesting, Money 
has been voted, and a variety of small matters have been dis- 
cussed at a length which may seem to indicate that the Session 
is to be allowed to wear itself out as harmlessly as may be. 
Something more than three weeks has to be got over, and then 
may come the end of a Session that ought to have a special 
name invented for it by the librarian-in-chief at the Castle of 
Indolence. 

Still no news of a conflict in America, but, on the con- 
trary, news of propositions of peace by the South, or, at 
all events, of a willingness on the part of the seceders to 
come toterms, The information chiefly comes to us through 
channels unfriendly to the South, but accompanied by much 





bluster as to the certainty of the proposals being indig- 
nantly rejected, and we must take the whole announcement 
cum grano, The Southerns are stated to desire to be recognised 
as a State; and, if this be conceded, they are willing to enter 
into commercial arrangements highly favourable to the North. 
Divers of the Northern organs affect to believe that General Scott 
is pursuing a Fabian policy, in order to weary out the war 
party, and to permit the American mind to be familiarised with 
the propositions of the South, On the other hand, it is said 
that ardent members of the Federal Government are highly 
displeased at his inaction, and are perpetually calling on him to 
strike a blow, There is no necessity for crediting the veteran 
General with so much subtlety. His apparent inaction is quite 
comprehensible, The gallant and disciplined regular army at 
his command is small ; and, though it would no doubt accom- 
plish brave things, as heretofore in Mexico, when it saved 
the honour of the Republic, it would be madness to attempt 
war on a large scale until force adequate to the occasion could 
be brought into play. As soon as General Scott has turned his 
volunteers into soldiers he will, doubtless, be ready enough to 
fight, unless, happily, the delay shall have rendered much 
fighting needless, Sincerely do we hope to have many an 
occasion for recording that we have “no important news" from 
the West, 

France has taken a step on the question of slavery which has 
excited much interest. The Emperor has formally abolished 
the present system of obtaining negro labour by means of those 
contracts entered into along the coasts, and which in practice, if 
not in théory, are just as much slave sales as any other trans- 
action which has ever supplied black labour to France. The 
ordinance itself will be good, and the implied protest against 
slavery has perhaps a still higher value, England is honourably 
associated with France in this document, and it is gratifying to 
the philanthropist to note such association, for every protest 
against the unholy system of slavery is a blow that hastens its 
downfal, 

Hungary has laid its appeal at the foot of the throne, and the 
Emperor has returned a formal but gracious answer, and pro- 
mises to make known his intentions very soon, It is, of course, 
certain what the answer of the Crown will be to propositions 
which tend to dismember the empire, just and righteous as the 
claims of Hungary may be; and, inasmuch as the Austrian 
Parliament will naturally support the Austrian view, the result 
may be that, though the Hungarians will be still further 
alienated by the failure of their attempt, the remainder 
of the empire will be drawn closer to the house of 
Hapsburg than it has been for many years. This state of 
things can be. temporary only, but the singular good luck 
of “felix Austria” may be once more exemplified, and at 
a time when her enemies were predicting that she would be 
placed in difficulties that might lead to her dissolution. On the 
other hand, if Hungary be well led at this crisis, there are good 
hopes for the reconsolidation of one of the noblest nations that 
have ever been misgoverned. The solution of this question is 
now one of the most interesting problems of the day, but it may 
be safely affirmed that this solution is not to be found where 
Italy found the means of working out her freedom, This is no 
case for the sword, 

The leading Italians seem disposed to forget many differences 
of opinion, and to rally round the bold Ricasoli, who has so 
energetically proclaimed his resolve to follow in the footsteps 
of Cavour. The conduct of Minghetti, who has sacrificed 
his own views for the general good, and has sternly rebuked 
thoze who censured his apparent tergiversation, is an instance 
of what sound sense in combination with patriotism can do. 
The “brigands” continue to cause great alarm, and Rome 
sends out these robbers and murderers in broad daylight, and with 
the same kind of “ benediction of the swords” as that which 
fashionable London has been nightly applauding of late—the 
blessing given by priestcraft to assassination. At last, however, 
the Italian Government has remembered that it has a man 
eminently qualified to deal with these miscreants, and it will be 
heard with terror by the emissaries of Francis II, and Pius IX. 
that Cialdini has departed to take the brigands in hand, His 
plan is said to be to arouse the loyal inhabitants to hunt the 
rebels, and force them into masses, with which the regular 
troops will then have to deal, It will be bad days for the 
bandits when Cialdini, who was a poet, and who deals out 
poetic justice with the sternest impartiality, fairly commences 
his hunt, He is no sentimentalist, and will make as short work 
with traitors as the most ignorant martinet who was ever sent 
on such a mission, ~* 

The failure of Mr, Turnbull to obtain damages against the 
officer of the society that hunted him out of office is the notice- 
able legal event of the week, We do not regret this failure, 
because, to a certain extent, the right of free comment is 
involved in such prosecutions; but, though Mr, Turnbull tech- 
nically fails, the verdict in no degree justifies the conduct of the 
so-called Protestant Alliance, which takes upon itself to act for 
and in the name of thousands who utterly repudiate its bigotry 
and tyranny. Mr, Turnbull himself, like most “ convertites,” 
has weak places in his mental conformation, but is far superior 
to narrow-minded persons who have not intellect enough to 

perceive that there are two sides to all questions,

‘There will be four evening performances: two of 
them miscellaneous concerts, and at the other two ‘The Creation’ 
and “‘ Judas Maccabeus,” There will thus be an unusual proportion of 
sacred music, We do not remember an instance at any musical 
festival of an oratorio being performed in the evening. A powerful 
host of vocal talent is announced,. Mdlle. Titiens, Mdme. Ruderadorff, 
Mdme. Lemmens-Sherrington, Mdlle, Patti, Mdme, Sainton-Dolby, 
Miss Palmer, Mr, Sims Reeves, Mr. Montem Smith, Mr. Santley, 
Signor Giuglini, and Signor Belletti.

A series of Grand Festival Concerts are to be given at LEEDS 
during the visit of the Royal Agricultural Society to that town.

Sergine is prevented by 
his peculiar position from yh @ insult; bnt the Marquis, 
who is rather remarkable for want of squeamish notions on 
such subjects, comes forward in defence of his recusant wife, 
and wounds her accuser in a duel, Hereupon the repentant Mar- 
chioness rejoins her lord, and Sergine is free to the object 
ofzhis secret love. Before this can done, however, Vernouillet has 
his revenge on M, Charrier, by showing from the Gazette des Tribunauc 
that fifteen years ago he had been in similar unfortunate circumstances 
with himself. To wipe off the stain Charrier determines to pay his old 
creditors in full, And thus ends this comic satire, It was capitally 
acted throughout,

THE COMET, 


THE comet is still a most beautiful and conspicuons object in the 
northern hemisphere, although the tail has dwindled down to very 
small proportions as compared with its original 
size when it first suddenly came into sight, as will 
be seen by the acccompanying diagram, which 
preserves the relative sizes as it appeared on July 
4 and 10, Onthe former night the length of 
the tail of the comet was upwards of 80 deg., 
and it sent off a faint branch in the direction of 
Mu Boitis, The telescopic appearance on that 
night was very beautiful, the luminous sector 
being sharply defined, and nearly a semicircle. 
A bright branch appeared to pass from the 


nucleus. The diagram here given was taken 
with Mr, Buckingham’s excellent seven-feet 
refractor, On the night of July 10, when the 


sky was brilliantly clear, the appearance of the 
fanlight, as seen in my telescope of 83-inch 
aperture and 5-feet focal length, was equally 
interestinz, and is given in the second figure, tt 
appeared like a comet within a comet, The 
luminous sector had become much smaller, but 
was still very bright. The comet will be favour- 
ably visible for some time—the R.A. on July 13, 
at midnight, being 14h, 23m., and the N.P.D. 33 
deg. 50 .; whilst on July 20, at midnight, the 
B.A. will be 14h, 40m., and the N.P.D, 88 deg. 15

THE VOLUNTEER MOVEMENT. 

The 26th Middlesex (H.M. Customs) Volunteers was inspected in Victoria 
Park, on Monday se’nnight, by Major Nelson. The usual movements on such 
occasions were gone through most creditably. 

Last Saturday a large portion of the London Irish Rifles assembled at 
Somerset House, and, under the command of Lientenant-Colonel Verner and 
Captain Daubeney, marched to Hyde Park, to undergo an official inspection by 
Colonel M‘Murdo. The Marquis of Donegal joined his regiment on the 
ground. The usval military movements having been gone through, the 
regiment was formed into square, and Oolonel M‘Murdo complimented 
the Marquis of Donegal and the officers under his command for the way in 
which they had performed their duties on this their first inspection. 

The first general meeting and review of the Shropshire Volunteers, artillery 
and rifles, took place on Friday, June 28, in Hawkstone Park, the residence of 
Viscount Hill, Lord Lieutenant of the county. There were six prizes for 
riflemen, one for artillery, a lady’s purse for volunteers and artillerymen, and 
a challenge cup, value £50, open to all residents in the county. There could 
not have been less than 20,000 people preeent, the number of volunteers being 
1200, Shortly before eleven o'clock the volunteer corps were reviewed by 
Viscount Hill. At a quarter to one the contest for the principal prizes com- 
menced, which were eeverally won by Corporal Jones, Private Harper, Sergeant 
Roberts, Private Edward Phillips, sen., Private Walter Marston, and Private 
Edward I hillips. Other minor prizes were also shot for. 

The officers of the 6th Royal Lancashire Militia have presented a handsome 
salver and tea and coffee service to Colonel Pringle, on his retirement from 
the command of the regiment, which he has held for the last six years. 

The officers and members of the Lincoln, Grimsby, Market Rasen, Louth, 
Barton-on-Humber, Alford, Spilsby, and Horncastle Rifle Corps recently 
competed on the Ist Lincoinshire Rifle Ground, at Lincoln, for the prizes 
offered by the Lord Lieutenant of Lincolnshire and the Countess of Yarborough. 
The shooting for the cup given by the Countess resulted in ties amongst 
three competitors—viz., Dr. Lowe, Mr. Marshall, and Mr, Wilson. In shoot- 
ing off, Dr. Lowe won. The Whitworth rifle, given by the Countess of 
Yarborough, was won by Sergeant Bourne, of the Lincoln third company, 








THE NATIONAL RIFLE ASSOCIATION, 


THE white tents and gay flags of the National Rifle Association have agais 
been set up on Wimbledon Common. Considerable change has taken place 
this year in the arrangement of the booths and temporary offices of the asso- 
ciation. Instead of, as last year, being about the centre of the common, they 
are now placed more to the north, and but a short distance from the old wind- 
mill, which has more than once marked the spot where a sanguinary duel has 
taken place. The ground has been levelled and improved, and the targets 
have been rendered more visible by a liberal allowance of white and black 
paint, while several additional ones have been erected. Quite a formidable 
encampment had been established at the entrances to the ground, pro- 
fusely decorated with the flags of various nations, and commodious tents 
were allotted to the council, the secretary, the inspecting General and 
his staff, and the representatives of the press. rge refreshment- 
booths, under the superintendence of Mr. Donald, of the St. James’s Hall, 
stood in the immediate neighbourhood, so that all the arrangements were 
perfect for a successful and brilliant campaign. In a far corner a cluster of 
small white tents indicated the locality of a detachment of the Foot Guards, 
to whom, as in last year’s match, all the fatigue duty was allotted, and the 
remainder of the vast space was given up to the riflemen and their “ Tir.” 

The opening day of the second annual meeting of the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation on Thursday week, thongh attended with none of the ceremonial that 
gave dignity and authority to the inauguration of the society, has been im 
every respect as gratifying as the most earnest of its patriotic promoters could 
have desired. Almost every corps in the kingdom was hg its élite 
shots, and the muster about the shooting station of those interested in their 
friends’ success, as well as anxious for the honour of their corps, their 
native town or county, showed that the interest which has, taken im 
the volunteer movement, so far from abating, is ly on the increase. 
The firing commenced, soon after twelve o'clock, with the first stage of the 
competition for the Queen’s Prize, open toall home and colonial volunteers, at 
a range of 200 yards. The twenty winners in this preliminary contest win 
twenty Whitworth rifies, worth £25 each, with a silver medal to the best shot 
of all. The wind and weather told sadly on all their efforts, and, as a whole, 
the shooting was not up to the mark that was expected. The highest score 
gained during the day was by Mr. Dickins, of the Victoria Rifles, who marked 1% 
in five shots, The greatest number that could be got, by hitting the centre cack 
time, is enly 15, After himcame Mr. Sergeant Dougan, of the 26th Lancashire, 
who scored 12. There were several elevens, tens, nines, and eights. Great. 
curiosity was manifested to see what Mr. Ross, the champion shot of last year, 
would score. He only scoped eight, and was therefore in this first beaten 
easily by several, It should, however, in justice be said that Mr. was 
suffering from inflammation of the tye. nen the Middlesex regiments went 
in to teke their turn at all the marks the weather became so boisterous that it 
was obviously unfair to press on the contest ; and Lord Elcho, with the oon- 
currence of the other members of the committee, ordered the firing to cease. 
Among the novelties of the day was a kind of Aunt Sally, or pool rifle contest, 
in which every one on the ground, volunteer or not, was allowed to engage om 
payment of a shilling ashot. As those who hit the bull’s-eye took the whole 
pool there was an immense number of entries, and the firing at these targets 
was4 t throughout, even during the worst weather. 

On Friday the wind still blew hows guar | across the ranges, and the shooting 
was much affected by this influence, The first business was to finish the 
shooting at 200 yards for the Queen’s Prize, broken off by the stormy weather 
of Thursday. The highest score made on Friday was 12. Afver this, the com- 
petitors procecded to shoot for what may almost be called the second stage of 
the same prize, at 500 yards; and the riflemen for the first stage of the Prince 
of Wales's Prize, at 200 yards, began their practice. In this last-named pre- 
limin@ry contest the shooting was very good. The champion shot of last year, 
Mr. Ross, just redecmed his lost position of the previous day by scoring 
12 points. The electric “ Aunt Sally” shooting, with Chevalier’s clever 
instrument to communicate the shots, was again very attractive. 

On Saturday the shooting was remarkably g The proceedings com- 
menced at nine o’clock by the various corps appearing at the 600 yards range 
to shoot for the Queen’s Prize (first stage), and also to decide the winners of 
the twenty Whitworth rifies—the latter being awarded to the twenty who had 
made the highest number of points for this prize at 200, 500, and 800 yards; 
whilst the next twenty highest (making in all forty), who, havi 
obtaincd the position of being within the number of those who hw 
made the forty largest scores, have thereby become qualified to shoot 
at the 800, 900, and 1000 yards range for the grand prize of the 
year. The list of scores shows the names of forty-three persons. A large 
number of them made 18 or 17, Those who made the former had to fire again, 
to decide which of them were entitled to be presented with a rifle; and the 
latter hadg§to pursue the same course to decide which three of their names 
were to come out of the list. The mozt successful competitor for the great 

prize up to Saturday evening was Sergeant Dougan, of the 26th Lancashire, 
Be having made 23 points, and won the silver medal of the association. Mr. 
Ross, the champion of last year, only made 16 points, which was not high 
enovgh to make him one of the forty qualified to shoot for the £250 or 
Queen's Prize. The other competitions of the day were the All Comers’, the 
Prince of Wales's, and the Pool and Sighting Targets. 

Monday's proceedings poseessed a greater amount of interest than during 
any former period of the meeting, inasmuch as it was to determine who were 
to be the forty that would ultimately be selected for the final trial for the 
Queen's i’rize. In the course of the day the forty gentlemen standing in the 
order of merit were presented with the Whitworth rifles, twenty to keep then 
absolutely, and twenty to use them in the course of the competition. The 
process of shooting off ties for the first stage of the Queen's Prize excited great 
interest. The particulars of one tough contest (as given by the Morning Post 
correspondent) may interest some of our readers :—‘ This war the struggle 
between Mr. Beasley and Mr. Woodford for the last Whitworth rifle. he 
contest was first between three men, Mr. Davis also competing. Beasley, as 
steady as a rock, fired for the honour of Warwickshire. A white flag, 1. 
Woodford knelt, steadied himself, looked well to his rifle; the trigger clicked ; 
pif, paff ; out came the white flag, 1 again. Here were two Is, and only one 
wanted. Then Davis, but this time—surely it was the wind that deflected the 
bullet, or it did not hit, and Davis was off the list. Then came the final 
struggle, and who shall say this was not an cxciting sight’ Beasley fired— 
the blue flag appeared to the excited representatives of Warwick, for it was no 
longer Beasley in the flesh, but all Warwickshire—and they marked 2; Wood- 
ford fired, out came the white flag and down came Woodford’s hopes with it ; 
and so Beasley went up to the 20, and became entitled to a Whitworth rifle ‘in 
an oaken case,’ and Woodford heads the 20 who are permitted to compete for 
the prize.” The shooting for the Prince of Wales’s Prize of £100 was re- 
sumed, the distance this day being 600 yards, and was carried on with 
extraordinary spirit. Captain Robertson, 10th Perth Rifles, who was second 
for the Gye Prize last year, has this year succeeded in winniag, by a score of 
21 points, the Prince of Wales’s Prize. Mr. Ross missed four out of his five 
shots at the 600 yards range, and only marked 1 at the fifth, thus reducing 
his score to 18, There were five 20s, five 1%, four 18s, and sixteen 173. The 
shooting throughout was splendid. 

The programme for Tuesday included the renewed contests for the All 
Comers’ Prizes, and the extra prizes, and the commencement of the contest for 
the Duke of Cambridge's Prize of £50, open to all comers using breech-leading 
rifles, 7 shots at ranges of 800, 900, and 1000 yards; and after that the Public 
Schools Prize of a £50 Challenge Cup, and a Cup of the value of £25 for the 
second, at 200 and 500 yards range. There were also small contests going on for 
extra prizes. Shortly after three o'clock the competition for the public schools 
began, those represented being Harrow, Eton, and Rugby, eleven from each, 
andn othing could be more interesting than the excellence of their fire and the 
steadiness with which it was maintained. The shooting commenced at 200 yards, 
and thesecond part of the contest was remoVed to 500 yards. In the sepgpd ran=> 
there was a tie as regards numbers between Harrow and Rugoy} bet o Nasty 
obtained a majority of two in the first range—viz., 60 against 58 of the Harrow 
School—they were declared to be the winriérs of the prizes. With a view of 
stimulating competition between these two schools, Earl Spencer offered a prize 
of £20 to ke shot for by the best boy of each reupective school, 7 shots at a dis- 
tance of 500 yards. Mr. Howard (Eton) was declared to be the winner of Earl 
Spencer’s Prize. These school prizes were most ably contested, and the com- 
petition for them was witressed by a larger number of persons than were ever 
collected on a similar occasion. The firing for the Duke of Cambridge's Prize 
was commenced, but so irregularly that it was impossible to arrive at an: 
definite result. During the day some high scores were made by the A 
Comers. There was no lack of devotees to “‘ Aunt Sally” or pool 

The interest of the Wimbledon one reached its culminating point on 
Wednesday. The knowledge that the select forty were, on the day appointed 
for the celebration of the Queen's bi ay, to contend for her Majesty's 
Prize, drew together a most numerous audience, The various ranges at which 
the forty fired were surrounded by crowds of attentive observers, who, as their 
respective favourites drew ah or fell astern, hummed their satisfaction or 
growled their displeasure, As the end appreached, and it was evident that ties 
would be possible, if not numerous, the excitement became intense; and as the 
few who were at all near knelt to fire their last round there was a dead still- 
ness, broken between each shot by a lively hum, which showed the deep interest 
which the contest was exciting. At the close Mr. Jopling, of the 2nd (or 
South) Middlesex ; Lord Bury, Lientenant-Colonel of the Civil Service ; and 
Mr. Bingham, of the Bristol corps, was found to have tied with 18 points. Mr. 
Rowe, of the Ist Devon, bad made 17; Mr. Dickens, of the Victoria; 
Mr. Woodford, Isle of Man ; Mr, Dawson, 32d Middlesex ; and Mr. Moodie, of 
the 3rd Lanark, had each made 16, The council decided that ties for the 
Queen's were to be settled by a reference to the points made at ranges A, B, 
and C, 200, 500,and 600 yards; and, Mr. Jopling having at those ran 
headed his rivals, he was declared the winner. Neither the Dukeof Cambridge 
nor the Duke of Wellington's prizes were decided, but a double series of extra 
prizes given by the society was competed for with the following result :—For 
the first series of seven shots at 800 yards the following was the order of 
merit :—Mr. Leece (Manchester), Major Moir (Stirling), Mr. Edward Ross

It appeared to be 54 geographical seco: ds in length, and 16 in mean width, 
alternately expanding and contracting. These dimensions correspond té an 
opening through which two such globes as the Earth could easily penetrate.

Humboldt says that such 
observations could be made much more frequently, if attention were 

to them. Schwabe, who has explored the sun's disc for twenty-five years con- 
secutively, states that he considers those spots to be large which attain to the 
size of 50 seconds ; beneath that size they can only be seen by the help of the 
telescope. M. Tissot thinks that they would be visible at the size of 30 seconds.

Guidi Windows,” a poem of ae power, on the revolut' 
of Italy, which was published in 1851. Mrs. Browning was a very 
woman. She was equally at home in Oriental, Greek, and Roman letters; 
and it may be truly said that most of the remarkable books, either in prose or 
pootry, in English or French literature, had at some period or other of her life 
lormed the subject of her studies and in . Mrs. Browning was 
shortly before her death in preparing the press a volume of 
hitherto unpublished pieces. She died at Florence on the 29th ult., to the 
deep affliction of her devoted husband, and to the sorrow of all who knew and 
loved her, for to know her was to hold her in affection. Her demise is a public 
loss to the literature of her country.

The will and codicil of the Hon. Thomas Edward Mostyn Lloyd Mostyn, M.P. 
for Flintshire, of Gloddaeth, Carnarvon, were administered to in the principal 
registry by the Hon. Lady Henrietta Mostyn, the relict, Reginald John 
Cust, Esq., Lincoln's Inn, barrister-at-law, and the Hon. Ralph Pelham 
Nevill, of Berling Manor, Kent, the executors, to whom probate was granted 
on the 29th ult. The personalty is sworn under £16,000. This gentleman, 
who died possessed of considerable property, was the eldest son of Lord Mostyn. 
He has bequeathed to his relict a legacy of £10,000 in additon te her marriage 
settlement, together with the enjoyment of his mansion and park, Gloddaeth. 
To his eldest son (a minor) and his iseue he leaves in trust his estates; 
and he bequeaths to his other children £5000 each, but to the youngest son 
£5000 additional is given. The testator leaves the enjoyment of — p Hall, 
with an annuity of £2000, to his father, Lord Mostyn ; and directs the sum of 
£10,000 to be raised as marriage portions for his sisters. There are bequests 
of 100 guineas each to the two last-named executors. testator served the 
offices of Magistrate and Deputy-Lieutenant for Merionethshire, and died at 
the premature age of thirty-one. 

The will of Thomas Farmer, Esq., of Gunnersbury House, Ealing, Middle- 
sex; Arthington Hall, Yorkshire; and Kennington Park, Surrey, was proved 
in London on the Ist inst.; the personalty sworn under £120,000; the 
executors being his widow, together with James S. Budgett and Charles T. 
Ware, Esqre. The will bears date in 1860, and a codicil Ist of January, 1861. 
He bequeaths to his relict a legacy of £10,000, and an annuity of £5000, with 
residence, and also the profits of business at Kennington. To each of his 
unmarried daughters £5000, a like sum being given to his other daughters on 
marriage; and to each daughter he bequeaths in trust a further sum of 
£15,000, He directs the residue of his property to accumulate until the 
decease of his relict, and then to be divided equally amongst his daughters. 
There are legacies to his nicces, grandchildren, and others, as well as to his 
servants.

Strangers’ Friend Society (of which he was treasurer), £500; London City 
Mission, £250; Wesleyan Home Mission, £250; A Ministers and their 
Widows’ Fund, £250 ; College Chapel (to which he had already given £250), a 
legacy of £250; Wesleyan Normal School, Westminster, £100 (having pre- 
viously given £500 to the Wesleyan Theological Institution). All legacies are 
to be free of legacy duty. 

The will and codicil of the Rev. Edward Cardwell, D.D., Principal of St. 
Alban’s Ha!!, and Professor of Ancient History in the University of Oxford, 
were prove! in the London Court on the Ist instant, the executors nominated 
being the relict, together with Edward Henry Cardwell and Reginald Cardwell, 
Keqrs., the sons, and Thomas BE. Withington, Esq., the son-in-law. The per- 
sonalty was sworn under £45,000. This reverend gentleman, who was 
eminently distinguished for his classical and litvrary attainments, has 
bequeathed his property to his widow and family.

To his eldest son the real estates, situated 
in the counties of Northampton and Oxford, are bequeathed, with the excep- 
tion of Kiln Farm, which is under scttlement ; to whom he has also left some 
specific bequests and a moiety of the residue. To his son Reginald a legacy 
of £12,000 and remainder of the reeidue ; to his daughters a sum not to exceod 
£20,000; and to his nephew, the Right Hon. Edward Cardwell, M.P. for 
Oxford and Secretary for Ireland, the testator has bequeathed the portrait of 
his father by Sir Thomas Lawrence.

For winter maketh the light heart sad, 
And thou—thou makest the sad heart gay ; 
while Milton of old tells us how 
Young and old come forth to play 
On a sunshine holiday. 
Pope, who delineated in poetry what Walton did in prose, brings fish 
and fishing vividly before our eyes; nor is he less felicitious when 
describing the whirring pheasant on an October morning falling 


| before the unerring aim of the marksman. Somerville’s ‘ Chase” 
| stands unrivalled as a poem, and were it reduced to prose would be 


remarkable as possessing every information connected with the kennel, 
the hounds, and the game they hunt, and which for practical informa- 
tion has not been surpassed by Nimrod, Delme Radcliffe, or Vyner.

at Tatterzall’s for a sale of pointers, setters, and retrievers, instead of 


| answering advertisements in the sporting and other newspapers, where, 


in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred, the animals will be found to 
partake much more of the turnspit quality than that of the canis 
avicularis, With respect to the purchase of pointers great care should 
be taken that the breed is pure, and that the preceding generations 
should have been steady and stanch at their work ; for it is an undoubted 
fact that the descendants of true-bred dogs have an innate quality that 
renders much instruction unnecessary. It is reported that the late 
Mr, Gilpin painted a brace of pointers while in the act of pointing, 
and that they stood immovable—like Munchausen’s wonderful quac- 
ruped—for an hour and a quarter. These were Pluto and Juno, the 
property of the celebrated Colonel Thornton, who, in addition to the 
above, possessed another, named Dash, which was sold for a case of 
champagne, one of burgundy—the two valued at £160—a hogshead 
of claret, a gun (£60), and a pointer, with the proviso that if Dash 
was disabled he was to be returned to his former owner at £59, 
From the word Spanish being commonly prefixed to the name, 


| it is generally supposed that the race came originally from the 


Peninsula, but, as the primitive breed is presumed to have belonged to 
the East, it has been inferred that Britain owed their introduction to 
the Phoenician t:aders, who brought them to Spain and to this country 
at so distant a period that we regard them as indigenous, It is said 
that pointer dogs were unknown in England before the Revolution of 
1688, which may be accounted for from the fact that until that period 
shooting had not supplanted hawking and coursing. ‘The setter, which 


| is considered as a larger breed of spaniel, is also supposed to have 


originated in Spain; and for docility, affection, intelligence, and powers 
of bearing — takes the highest rank among sporting dogs. 
Ireland can, perhaps, boast of a purer race of setters than England, 
and an application to a friend in the Emerald Isle for one of these 
dogs would probably turn out advantageously to the sportsman. 
For rabbit and pheasant shooting nothing can exceed a well- 
trained pack of spaniels, and the best breed we ever remember 
belonged to Lord Gage, in Sussex. A good retriever is invaluable, 
and is perhaps one of the most difficult dogs to procure. He must 
possess sagacity and courage, be obedient to his master’s call, and have 
a fine nose and tender mouth, without which qualities he will mar the 
day’s sport by hunting game, losing instead of retrieving wounded 


| birds and hares, or mangling those whocome within his vicelike grip. 


As few exercises are better calculated to get the sportsman into con- 
dition for his long walks over the mountains of Scotland than cricket, 
we strongly recommend all who can handle the bat to devote them- 
selves to this manly pursuit. It will invigorate their frames, prevent 
them from being leg-weary, inure them to the heat of a scorching sun, 
keep their lungs in fall play, and enable them to undergo with little 
. no fatigue a day with the grouse, or the still more exciting sport of 
deer-stalking,.

BATTLE OF THE STYLES.—PUBLIC PATRONAGE OF ART. 
Tue “ Battle of the Styles” was fought out—let us hope definitively— 
on Monday last in the House of Commons, where the Palladian or 
modern classic style beat the Gothic by two to one—188 votes against 
95—in the case of the projected new building for the — fice. 
We have as profound a veneration as any Oxonian enthusiast for Gothic 
archi:ecture, but we would see it in its proper place only, and that the 
venerable cathedral or abbey church. In England, at any rate, and 
to a very large extent throughout the Continent, Gothic architecture 
has always been exclusively appropriated to ecclesias:ical purposes, and 
it Las been considered almost an act of desecration to apply it to secular 
uses—with the exception occasionally of a stately public hall or 
library. Indeed, the very genius of the style is diametrically opposite 
to that of classic architecture, its beauty and grandeur consisting in the 
mighty sweep of vertical lines from base to apex of the roof; whereas 
in the Greek and Roman structure the charm is in the vast 
perspective of horizontal lines and walls, supported by columns, 
or broken by tasteful fenestration. The one is of the heaven, 
heavenly ; the other of the earth, earthy; but both admirable in their 
respective spheres. Walpole very clearly suggests the distinction 
between the two when he says :—‘“‘ One must have taste to be sensible 
of the beauties of Grecian architecture ; one only wants passion to feel 
the Gothic.” But passion should have nothing to do with State affairs. 
In point of economy of space, also, Gothic, in its essential con- 
ditions, is at an i!limitab:e disadvantage in comparision with the Classic 
style—the superimposition of floor above floor being directly incon- 
sistent with the former, and applicable to any extent in the latter. In 
respect to the essentials of ventilation and lighting, the disparity 
between the two styles, when considered as applied to domestic pur- 
poses, is still more palpable, and this alone would account for Gothic 
not having been generally used for secular purposes. In early times, 
when Gothic architecture displayed the height of its splendour in sacred 
edifices, the palace and the mansion were of castellated architecture. 
It was not till after the termination of the wars of the Roses that 
the latter style was abandoned, and an attempt was made to 
apply some of the elements of Gothic architecture to palatial and 
domestic occasions, resulting in the Tudor, itself a modification of 
the Burgundian, style, derived from Flanders. Of the Burgundian style, 
somewhat modified, the last surviving example in London was old 
Somerret House, removed in 1774-80.- As to the Tudor style, it 
was but little used in its own day for secular purposes, Elizabethan 
soon supplanting ‘it ; and the only attempt to revive it on an extensive 
scale has been in the case of the new Palace at Westminster, the ex- 
perience of which has been b7 no means satisfactory, combining as it 
does, as was remarked by a facetious member, the maximum of 
expense with the minimum of convenience—“ windows that exclude 
rht,” and abundance of “ passages that lead to nothing.” That 
this style is not to prevail further in our public buildings over the 
demands of convenience, propriety, and common sense we have to 
thank the majority in the division on Monday last. 

The story of this affair should not, however, be lightly passed over. 
It affords a striking illustration of the precarious and uncertain principle 
of action which affects all public works in this country. It is dueonly 
to the fact of Lord Palmerston and Mr. Cowper being in office that 
the first of a new set of Government offices is to be built in rational 
Palladian style instead of intractable Gothic. If Lord Derby ani 
Lord John Manners had happened to be in power the result would have 
been directly the reverse: Gothic would have claimed the first site, 
and probably all the rest would have followed suit. And, indeed, as it 
is, the successful carrying out of the opinion of the House of Commons 
as asserted on Monday last depends to a certain extent upon the dura- 
tion of the Ministry; for a change of Government before the work was 
weil commenced and carried a certain stage towards completion would 
probably be followed by a reversal of the verdict of the collected wisdom 
of the nation and the triumph of Gothic tracery and Gothic darkness 
over the simple elegance and superior lightness and airiness of the 
Rennaissance. This is a bad state of things. Is it not time that 
matters of public taste, displayed in works of a permanent character, 
should be regulated by some competent authority, wholly distinct and 
apart from the occupants for the time being of Downing-street and the 
areasury : 

Another example of the utter vanity and uncertainty of Parlia- 
mentary authority in these matters, and the ultimate success of a = 
nacious beaurocracy in carrying out any job it may have taken in hand, 
was afforded in the case of the projected series of statues of kings from 
an indefinitely early period to decorate the Royal gallery of the already 
over-decorated bnt innately unornamental Houses of Parliament.

W. BELL SCOTI'S PICTURES, ILLUSTRATIVE OF THE HISTORY 
OF THE ENGLISH BORDER. 

A very interesting series of eight pict by Mr. W. Bell Scott, 
has just been opened to public = ne at the Preach Gallery, in Pall- 
mall, being illustrative of “ The History of the English Border,” and 
the result of a commission from Sir W. C. Trevelyan, Bart., whose 
hall at Wallington they are intended to decorate. The subjects 
selected are highly susceptible of pictorial treatment, and abound in 
variety of character and incident, advantages whic have been turned 
to account with admirable effect by the artist. As we intend giving 
Engravings of two of these works on an early occasion, we shall for 
the present content ourselves by giving a brief statement of the 
subjects in the order of their date, from which rere enumeration the 
reader will be enabled to form an idea ‘of the vast and varied historic 
associations which are involved in them. ‘The Building of the 
Roman Wall” takes us back almost to the cradle of authentie British 
history ; St. Cuthbert in his hermitage in the small and naked island, 
the nearest of the Farnes to the shore, and pressed be Pong Elfrid to 
accept the crosier, and the Venerable Bede, fi ing his book 
and his life, bring us to the dawn of the Christian period; 
the descent of the Danes is an incident of momentous interest, 
affording the highest opportunities for the painter, and a most striking 
picture is the result. ‘The Spur in the Dish” is illustrative of a 
custom, somewhat comical, in the raid life of the border, intended to 
suggest the necessity for a foray to supply the larder. Bernard Gilpin 
takes us to the fighting times of the Reformation. Grace Darling is a 
name associated with a remarkable act of female heroism within our 
time, and worthy of all time; and the industry and enterprise of 
the nineteenth century are happily commemorated in a striking picture 
in which coal, iron, electricity, and their marvellous results are skil- 
fully brought into assemblage. The composition and execution of 
these pictures display ingenuity and skill, combined with vigorous 
handling, in no ordinary degree, They are in every respect creditable 
to art, as they are interesting as regards the history of this country. 


BARKER'S PICTUBE, “THE INTELLECT AND VALOUR OF 
ENGLAND.” 

The production of pictures for the mere tr gee of engraving and 
publishing bas become a regular business of late years, and one which 
calls for a little looking after on the part of the art-critic. The subjects 
of these works are generally suggested by some event or movement 
of the day with which the public attention is more or less engrossed, 
and the interest in which not unfrequently dies away before the plate 
is completed and the impressions are ready for distribution. The pic- 
ture itself, being got up with no higher aim than to serve as a 
pattern-guide for the engraver and the basis of a subscription-list, pre- 
sents, quasi a painting, pretensions of the most ordinary kind; and, 
having served its purpose, is generally soon. put aside and forgotten, 
like the scenery of a pantomime which has had its “run.” Now, we 
cannot consider this a wholesome state of things, or one calculated to 
promote the elevation of true art amongst us; whilst the extent to 
which it engrosses the suffrages of the miscellaneous art-patrons may 
in part account for the almost total extinction of true historical painting 
amongst us. 

There is no living artist who has contributed more materials of this 
kind for the engraver, or whose laboura have been attended with more 
success, than Mr. T. Jones Barker; and perhaps he never produced 
a picture calculated to engage the attention of a larger number of per- 
sons in all classes of society and walks of life, and to be of more enduring 
interest amongst them, than that which is at present on view at Mr. 
Croft’s Gallery, 28, Old Bond-street, entitled “The Intellect and Valour 
of England.” This picture consists of portraita, thirty-five in number, 
of some of the most eminent living or recently-deceased men of the 
day, in every walk of public life, ry meses | arranged in groups, with 
some regard to the most important events of the day, in an imaginary 
apartment somewhere in the neighbourhood of Cariton House-terrace, 
with a view of the new Houses of Parliament in the background, 
One of the principal groups is that of Lord Palmerston, Mr. 
Gladstone, and Mr. Cobden, discussing the proposed commercial 
treaty with France; another is that of Sir William Armstrong 
exhibiting his new gun to General Sir Archdale Wilson, Lord 
Elgin, General Sir John Inglis, Lord Clyde, &c.; a third consists 
of Sir David Brewster displaying his application of the principle of 
the stereoscope to Professor Faraday, Professor Owen, and others.

Lord Macaulay grows 
enthusiastic on their ind their erudition, and their varied a com- 
plishments ; but, then, Macaula cannot refrain from censuring 
their tendency to sophistry and double dealing. What a marvellous 
counpendium is “ Jesuits’ Perspective”! How would our artists, engine r’, 
and architects have got on without that model treatise on linear science ’ 
We rise from its perusal full of amazement and admiration, and then we 
turn to M. Blaise Pascal and his “Lettres Provinciales,” and shodder 
at the instances of casuistry and rous doctrine the great satirist 
adduces in his demolition of the R. P. P. But for the J: suits 
science and literature would have lost much; but without the Jesuits 
the peace and comfort of the world would have gained a great deal. 
M. Walewski has been distributing the prizes for the Exhibition of 
Fine Arts just held at the Palais de l'Industrie, Paris, Her Imperial 
and kindhearted Highness the Princess Mathilde is among the fair 
artists of whom “honourable mention” is made ; but we recur to the 
recent solemnity in order to compliment M. le Comte Walewski on 
having added a new phrase to a languagealready copious to redundance 
in felicitous locutions. In his address, and touching on the archi- 
tectural improvements in Paris, M. Walewski called them “ miracles of 
ewdility.” Fancy the Prefect of the Scine as a miraculous Wile!” 
On our own side of the Channel we find the Commicsioners of the 
Great Exhibition of 1862 borrowing from the French a new term for 
an addition to Captain Fowke's building. The palace at South 
Kensin is to have an “annexe.” Now, what is an “annexe”? 
It is a “decorative shed;” otherwise, an extra gallery for the exhi- 
bition of machinery. Industrial exhibitions have already an archi- 
tecture, an organisation, and a style of colouring of their own, and we 
cannot grudge them an exclusive lan 

The Belgian Government is laudably painstaking in improving the 
Art-Museums of the State. Two pictures of “Adam and Eve,” by 
the famous brothers Van Eyck—is not Jan van Kyck styled the 
“inventor” of af ny ave just been secured for the Musée 
Royal at Brussels, by an arrangement with the “ fabrique” or church 
committee of St. Bavon at Ghent. In exchange for the “ Adam and 
Eve” the Government. give six panel pictures, painted by Michael 
Coxie, after Hubert van Eyck ; and alsoagree to have executed within six 
months copies of the “Adam and Eve,” with such modifications as 
the Church authorities shall suggest. These “modifications” are 
understood to mean drapery, the churchwardens of St. Bavon being 
shocked at the al fresco costume of the “ grand old gardener” and his 
wife. The Ghent and Brussels bargain is, however, to the advantage of 
the former city, as the Government are to contribute 50,000f. towards 
the cost of stained glass windows over the high altar and in the 
transepts of St. Bavon. If we could spare a Vandyke from our 
National — we might make an exchange highly gratifying to 
the bourgeois de Gand, for we possess in Trafalgar sqnare a very 
noble picture, representing the patron saint of Ghent refusing one of 
the Roman Emperors admission to the cathedral. What will the 
fabrique committee of St. Bavon give us for it? if, indeed, we could 
persuade ourselves to with any picture from the pencil of one 
who, as Sir Anthony Vandyke, belongs to our English social history, 
and is one of its glories. 

“ A free library and museum for the city of London, to be established 
without taxation.” Certainly. er, Liverpool, Birmingham, 
and a score of English towns have free libraries, say the F epee of 
the movement, London has no such thing. Why not? The objections 
brought against a free library for Lo is that the population 
resident in the City is small, that a library if provided will not be 
used, that it will involve a new rate, and that the great ratepayers and 
employers are against it. To these it is answered that there are 
112,247 persons resident in the City, of whom thousands are mechanics 
and artieans who have no access to books; that the provincial libraries 
and those established in Westminster are daily filled with sedulous and 
well-conducted,students ; that it is only intended to ask for an addition 
of one farthing in the pound on the consolidated rate; and, final!v, 
that a multitude of large yers co:dially approve the library 
scheme. Leaf and Co., Pawson and Co., Crossley and Sons, Reed 
and Pardon, Caldecott’s, Welch and Margeteon, Longmans’, Chambers’ 
each house a clarum et venerabile nomen in commerce—and numerous 
others, are all in favour of a City Library, It is time. What has 
become of the good old libraries of Sion and Gresham Colleges and 
Guildhall? The clerks of the Bank of England and those of the Poet 
Office have their reading-rooms: why not the great army of mercantile 
clerks, assistants, and artisans ? 

The great architectural dispute between Gothic and Italian as applied 
to the construction of the new Foreign Office has been settled in Parlia- 
ment. Our new bureaux are to be “Palladian.” Mr, Gilbert 
Scott has been compelled to retrace his steps, although we have no 
doubt that he will be quite as dexterous among the Italians as among 
the Gotha,
